Care, Induſtry, and Skill, to Detect 
and Detze all ſuch Toll, Flocks, and Weolten Parn that ſhall be Ship'd, oz 
intended co be Shipd on any Ship. Boat, Gabbard, o2 other Ueſlel, to be 
Expo:tev contrary to Law, and to ſccure the ſame, and all and every perſon 
and pcrſons that ſhall be Acting, Aiding 02 Alliſting therein; as allo the 
Ship, Boat, 02 other Ueſſel. wherein ſuch Wooll o: Para ſhall be put on 
Board. And foz the better Encouragement of ſuch perſons that ſhall make 
ſuch Seizure, We do hereby declare, that upon every Dcizure and Conviction 
conco:ding to the foꝛm ok the — perſon and perſons that (hall make 
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ſuth Seizure, ſhall not only be Intituled to His Moyety, of the Foꝛ⸗ 
feiture of ſuch Well, Flotks, and Woollen Parn, and the penalty by the 
Ac on the Owner as well of ſuch Woll, Flocks, and Woollen Parn, as 
alſo of the Ship. Boar, oꝛ Ueſlel, wherein the ſame ſhall be put on Board; 
but alſo ſhall receive the Summ of Five ſhillings fo! every Stone of Wall, 
Flocks, oz Woollen Parn that ſhall be put oz: Shipd on Board any Ship, 
Boat, 02 Ucſlel, contrary to the ſaid Dtatutes, which (hall be paid to him 0: 
them, that ſhall make ſuch Diſcovery oz Deizure, by the Collefoz of the Pozr, 
92 Diſtrict, where:n ſuch Diſcovery 02 Dectzure ſhall be made, Within one 
werk after that ſuch perſon oꝛ pcrſons ſhall obtain Judgment fo: the Fozfei- 
ture ot, and Condemnation of ſuch Goods, as being Shipd andput.dn Board, 
contrary to the meaning and intent of che Statutes in that Caſe made and 
pꝛobided without any manner of abatement oz delay whatſoever; ſo as care be 
taken to ſecure the Offenders, that they may be further pꝛoce ded againſt ac⸗ 
coding to the ſaid ſeveral Statutes, with the utmoſt rigour and ſeverity of 
Law ; in ozder whereunto. We hereby Require and Command all His Ma⸗ 
jeſty's Piniſters and Officers in their reſpective Places, Stations and Em- 
ments, Without any delay, to Pzoſecute all and every ſuch Offender and 
ders, as they will anſwer the contrary at their utmoſt Pevil.
